It takes thought, and study t 
enable a clergyman to present to Ins con- 
cregation Sunday after Sunday and year 
after year thoughts that will reach their 
hearts and preach sermons which will not 
nail upon them, and do more harm than 
mod by turning them from the church with 
a feeling akin to disgust at tho minister's 
poverty of expression, or meagerness of 


1 '""what time I can get from my sick calls 
and other drains upon my time 1 devote to 
study, but I have not au idle moment, and 
hate no opportunity for social calls what- 
ever 
My method of making a sermon is 


this- In the llrst place 1 settle on a theme 
early in tho wool:, read about it, investigate 
it and think about it until the inspiration 
seizes me to write, and then it is my habit, 
to write it at one sitting. It is done by 
simply letting my thoughts accumulate. 
Every thins a. man reads, sees aud thinks 
about in his life and travels is held by t,ne 
cumulative power which stores up ideas. 
These arc occasions when a sermon conies 
like a flash and is seen from beginning to 
end bv paru inspiration, and some of the best 
sermons I ever preached have come in that 
way. suggested by something I had seen or 
somebody had said."

"Arc those studies all, retrospective, aeal- 


inffcntircly with the traditions of the past!" 


"They should not be, but I regret to say 


that, in some- cases they are, and this ac- 
counts for the failure some men malic as 
ministers of the Gospel. They seem to for- 
get that tho world is progressing, Hut 
eVorv year the people to whom they preach 
arc becoming bettor informed on all sub- 
jects; that the minds of tho young, like 
sponges, arc absorbing all the knowledge 
tliev can, and that each generation is be- 
coming better informed 
than the last. 


Thes" points arc vital to the success of a 
der"rman. Hc must notl onlj"kcel) ubroisl 
of the times, but if possible in advance of 
them, as a school-teacher must ahead ol his 
class. Once lot your con gregation pass you 
i:i this education, so that they look down 
upon you from the height of this superior 
knowledge, and your usefulness is de- 
stroyed 
The narrou-ness of your views is 


at once detected by their better trained in- 
tellects, and the truths you may tell them 
lose tleir value. A congregation look to 
thoir minister for guidance and for help, 
and it is folly for the blind to lead those 
who o:m see, or tho weak to assist the 


S"°Wc can not preach a sermon that fur- 
nishes food for reflection without lirstro- 
dccihi", nor can wo hope to oicvato the 
thoughts of those to whom wo preach when 
we ourselves stand on a lower intellectual 
Diane. Infidelity is narrow, while faith is 
broad. Knowledge begets liberality. By 
liberality I do not mean liberality in its 
ibuscd sense. I mean that the more exten-
